Dr* TSiomas Munro, Curator of Education at The Cleveland Museum of Art, will 
lecture there on Sunday, Koyeniber 13 at 300 p*m. Hie subject will be IffiDIEVAL

and hew significant they are in helping to understand medieval art today. 

Dr. Munro received A.B., M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from Columbia University. He 
taught there and has also taught or lectured philosophy and art at the univeJjsitjiBs 
of Pennsylvania, Long Island, Rutgers, New York and Western Reserve and at People’s 
Institute and the Sorbonne in Paris. Among numerous other affiliations, he is a 
Chevalier and Officer in Prance’s Legion of Honor and a Fellow in London’s Royal Society 
of the Arts. He is co-author of eight books and author of seven, the most recent ones 
being EVOLUTION IN THE ARTS and ORIENTAL AESTHETICS. For eighteen years he was editor of 
the JOURNAL OF AESTHEnCS Af® ART CRITICISM and is now its contributing editor. 
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
